TELLS ROTARY 
OF NEW U.S. 
TIES TO INDIA 


Dr. Chandrahar Sharma. head 
of the philosophy department at 
the University of Jabalpur, India, 
currently spending the first se­ 
mester at Gettysburg College as 
a Fulbright lecturer under the 
program of study of India and 
China being carried on by Get­ 
tysburg College and five other 
nearby colleges, was the speaker 
Monday evening at the meeting 
of Rotary at the YWCA. 
India "is a young nation but 
our 
traditions 
go 
back 
4.000 
years.” Dr. Sharma told the Ro- 
tarians. 
"India 
is divided into 
many states, 
its people speak 
many 
different 
languages 
and 
have many different modes of 
life. but we feel as one nation. 
"The 
recent 
Chinese 
attack 
showed that despite our differ­ 
ences in India there is a strong 
thread of unity among all of the 
people and the entire nation rose 
up as one man in the face of the 
attack, 
SEEK NATIONAL LANGUAGE 
‘There was another gain from 
the Chinese attack. India and the 
United States have drawn closer 
together. Here I am not speaking 
of the relationships of government 
but of the relationship of people 
to people. When India was at­ 
tacked. the United States stepped 
to her aid. The people of India 
feel that the United States can 
be relied upon, that it is a true 
friend of India. This feeling is 
something more basic than ever 
before, 
a 
relationship 
on 
a 
people-to-people basis, not a gov- 
ernment-to-government feeling. 
"Hindi is to become the lan­ 
guage of India and officially it is, 
but English Is still the language

The committee, named by the 
Recreation Board, organized at 
a meeting of the borough Recrea­ 
tion Board in its office in the 
junior high school building. 
The Recreation Board turned 
over to the committee all of the 
information on swimming pools 
gathered by the board and by 
committees of 
borough 
council 
over the last several years. 
BOARD FAVORS POOL 
At the same time Kenneth Deng- 
ler, chairman of the Recreation 
Board, told the committee mem­ 
bers: "We are presenting this to 
you for your study and your ac­ 
tion. We do not want to tell you 
what to do, nor influence you in 
any way. We are presenting this 
problem of a swimming pool to 
you for whatever action you may 
take.” Later, in response to a 
question from Russell Maitland of 
the committee. Dengler said the 
Recreation Board is “ IOO per cent 
in favor of a swimming pool.”

It is believed, the police source 
said, that the pair intended to 
marry and may have fled to a 
state with more liberal marriage 
laws. “They’re apparently togeth­ 
er,” the police source said, “when 
we find one, we expect to find the 
other,” the source added.

Mercury Dips 
To 31 To Set 
Record Here 


The first fall morning of 1963 
turned out to be a record breaker. 
This morning with its low read­ 
ing of 31 degrees at The Gettys 
burg Times weather station was 
the coldest September 24 in local 
weather annals that go back 60 
years. 
This morning’s low equalled the 
all-time record for low tempera­ 
tures here 
in September. The 
record was set September 28, 
1947. 
It was the first time the mer 
cury dipped below freezing here 
this season and the chilly weather 
brought a killing frost. 
26 AT WGET 
A year ago on this date the 
low was 40 degrees. 
This morning was the coldest 
here since last May 8 when the 
low also was 31. Monday’s low 
here was 39 degrees. Fall official­ 
ly began Monday afternoon. 
WGET reported a low of 26 de­ 
grees at 6 a.m. today. Fairfield 
reported a low of 27 and at Cash­ 
town an unofficial reading of 30 
degrees was reported. Rural areas 
about Gettysburg had many read­ 
ings below the 38-degree mark.

Describing the early years of 
the school and various locations 
in which it was held, Heffran 
said the annual school has "grown 
in siae and variety of interests 
over the years, broadening the 
field to include information on 
fashions, appliances and home af­ 
fairs, as well as information on 
cooking.” 
EXPECT OVER 4,006 
Last year more than 4,000 at­ 
tend the three days of the school, 
Heffran said, and added that 
is anticipated this year’s attend­ 
ance will exceed that figure. 
The National Live Stock and 
Meat Board helps in the promo­ 
tion of the cooking schools through 
research and by training home 
economists 
for 
cooking 
school 
work. The purpose of the school 
is to instruct the food consumer 
in how to obtain the best food 
for the least money, he said. 
Heffran said there has been an 
increasing attendance by men at 
the cooking schools because of the 
wide variety of information given 
Two assistant lecturers who will 
appear with this year’s school 
were introduced: 
Miss Harriett 
Carr and Miss Sandra Sime, both 
of whom answered questions on 
their work.

Harvest Berries 


BREWSTER. Wash. 
<AP> — 
Is it a science fiction caterpil­ 
lar? 
Nope. That contraption crawl- 
ing up and down Herb Freeman’s 
strawberry patch with 14 pairs 
of feelers out front is only a ber­ 
ry picker. 
The feelers are human arms. 
To get his berries picked in a 
hurry. Freeman threw automa­ 
tion into reverse and invented a 
labor-making machine. 
It looks something like an old­ 
fashioned biplane, but the upper 
wing is only a flat awning to keep 
the hot summer sun off the pick­ 
ers. The lower wing has 14 soft 
cushions where 14 pampered pick­ 
ers recline on their tummies and 
pluck ripe berries as the machine 
snails down Lie field at 250 feet 
an bour. 
Last year, says Freeman, half 
the crop of his 10-acre field was 
lost for lack of pickers. People 
just don’t like to spend a day 
crabbing along a berry’ row in 
the burning sun. developing a 
permanent stoop. 
“ I had to make picking easier 
so I put this contraption togeth­ 
er,” Freeman says. “I started 
w’ith an old wheat combine and 
worked 
both ways with 
pipe, 
angle iron and whatever was 
handy.” 
A conveyor belt just under the 
pickers’ noses delivers the ripe 
berries to a central bin. The noise 
of the engine helps keep the pick 
ers from falling asleep on their 
traveling patio.

WASHINGTON < AP)—Pennsyl­ 
vania’s two senators—Democrat 
Joseph S. Clark and Republican 
Hugh Scott—voted with the ma­ 
jority Monday rejecting a reserva­ 
tion by Sen.

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PREVAILING 
WAGE LAW IS 
UP TO COURT 


HARRISBURG <AP)-Only the 
/state Supreme Court has jurisdic­ 
tion to decide whether the state’s 
prevailing wage law is constitu­ 
tional, Commonwealth Court ruled 
Monday. 
The court took the action in dis­ 
missing complaints against the 
law brought before it by two Lan- 
caster County groups and one 
Lancaster contractor. 
Judge Walter R. Sohn said in 
his opinion that the law gives fi­ 
nal authority to the state labor 
and industry secretary to deter- 
mine prevailing wage rates on 
public projects. 
Where the statute gives the ad­ 
ministrator the power of final de­ 
termination, Sohn noted, the only 
avenue of appeal is to the state 
Sbpreme Court. 
The constitutionality suit was 
filed last Dec. 26 by Hempfield 
Union School District of Lancaster 
County, the Associated Builders 
and Contractors. Inc., Lancaster, 
and Samuel Long, the contractor. 
At the time the suit was filed, 
the law provided that the state 
labor and industry secretary shall 
determine the wages to be paid 
all employes on public works proj­ 
ects in excess of $2,000 
Since then, however, the legisla­ 
ture amended the law so that it 
now pertains only to projects cost­ 
ing in excess of $20,000. 
Attorney Joseph Nissley of Har­ 
risburg. 
who 
represented 
the 
plaintiffs, said he would confer 
with his clients before a decision 
was made whether to take the suit 
to the high court.

the hand writing on the wall, and the lion's den. All are stories meant to encourage religious 
peoples lo maintain their faith in time of trial. 
Fear of the future was great for the Jews in the time of Antiochus Epiphanes, as it was in 
Daniel's time and as it is in ours. Daniel proved that God is greater than human rulers, and 
that through faith and patience, living each day nobly, man can find his purpose in life.
